QUESTION.— An Annual Conference being in process of executing a “standing regula- 
tion” requiring nominations for boards and standing committees to be made by the pre- 
siding elders, a member moved the following resolutions: 

“Whereas the standing regulation of this Conference requiring nominations for boards and 
committees to be made by the presiding elders cannot be found, and the information we 
have does not indicate what is to be done in case the nominations are not acceptable to the 
Conference, whether the nominations can be rejected and another nomination called for 
from the presiding elder, or whether the Conference can substitute the name of another 
person in the place of the name to which objection is made: 

Resolved, 1, That it is the sense of this Conference that the regulation in question is 
simply a convenient method of nominating the boards and committees, and that it does not 
so place the constitution of the boards and committees under the control of the presiding 
elders as that no person can be placed on said boards and committees without the consent 
of the presiding elders of the district in which said person holds membership. 

Resolved, 2, That it is the sense of this Conference that under the regulation it is compe- 
tent for the Conference to substitute by vote the name of another person in the place of 
the nomination of the presiding elder.” 

Are not these resolutions of the nature of ex-post facto regulations, which, if adopted, 
cannot apply to the matter in process of being executed.

REV. ROBERT E. BARRETT. 

BY GEOBGE BAY. 

Rev. Robert E. Barrett was born in Southampton county, Va., April 12, 1858. 
His parents, John B. and Lucy G. Barrett, were consistent members or the 
Church. He was brought up on a farm and attended the neighborhood 
schools, and in the early part of his active life he was a clerk in a country 
store. 

At the early age of eighteen years, he was converted in a meeting held 
August 12, 1876, by his kinsman, Rev. M. B. Barrett, of the Christian Church 
vO’Kelly Methodists), and joined that communion at once and remained nine 
years in that connection. When he was twenty-two years of age he was 
licensed to preach, and two years later — in 1882 — was ordained an elder. He 
remained five years as a preacher in that Church, serving as pastor in South 
ampton, Sussex, and Surry counties, creditably to himself and honoring his 
profession by a godly walk. When the writer was Presiding Elder of the 
Petersburg District, Mr. Barrett sought him and stated the grounds of his 
dissatisfaction with his then Church relations, and asked to be received into 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. After deliberation, Mr. Barrett was 
received into full connection in the Virginia Annual Conference in November, 

1885, he having signified his adhesion to the doctrines of discipline of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

At that Conference, he was appointed to South Dorchesteer Circuit, of the 
Eastern Shore District, where he served one year. At the Conference of 

1886, he was sent to the Caroline Circuit, where for four years he went in and 
out before his people with marked acceptance and success. During the last 
year of his pastorate here, on August 8, 1889, he was happily married to Miss 
E. E. Burruss, of Richmond city. In 1890, Mr. Barrett was appointed to the 
King and Queen Circuit, where for two years God blessed his ministry 
greatly, and in 1892 he was sent to Surry Circuit. In 1893-’94, he was ap- 
pointed to West End, Petersburg. In this pastorate h^ did a good and suc- 
cessful work, but suffered great affliction in the death of his lovely wife and 
little girl, their only child. In 1895, he was transferred to the Blandford 
church, in the same city, where he had four years of distinguished usefulness. 
In 1897, he was again joined in holy wedlock to Miss Annie K. Dix, of King 
and Queen county, a woman beautiful in person and character, who survives 
him, chastened, submissive, trusting God in the time of her calamity. 

In 1899, he was appointed to the growing town of Cape Charles, where he 
had served two years, and was reappointed to that charge at the last session 
of this Conference. He died in the early morning of the Conference year. 
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Having contracted a severe cold, lie returned from Newport News, the seat of 
Conference, to Cape Charles, before the adjournment of the Conference, and 
took his bed at once, suffering from nervous prostration, which went into 
typhoid fever. After several days he became delirious, and died while in that 
state. During his illness he spoke in terms of happy confidence of his future. 
He said to his wife, “ I am nearing my end. ‘ I have fought a good fight. I 
have finished my course. I have kept the faith; henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of life.’” And so on the 6th day of December, 3901, he passed 
slowly and quietly over the river and rested. “He was not, for God took him.” 
His funeral was conducted by the Presiding Elder, Rev. William E. Judkins, 
D. D., from the Methodist Episcopal church, South, in Cape Charles, and was 
largely attended by the citizens and Masons, among whom he was universally 
popular, and his death is much lamented by that noble people. 

The remains were taken to Petersburg, Virginia, and the interment was in 
old Blandford Cemetery, where so many of our noble dead sleep in hope of 
the resurrection. Mr. Barrett belonged to a large and honored family of Chris- 
tian people, several of whom have been or are useful ministers of religion. 

As a preacher, he was thoughtful and quiet. His utterances were terse and 
well put, and his discourses told on his audiences. He had experience in his 
work. He was a Methodist not by accident, but by choice, and after service 
in another denomination. Rev. Dr. Lafferty says: “ His vigilance, energy and 
loyalty redound to his credit and the good of the Church.” Robert E. Barrett 
was my friend as well as my brother beloved. His friendship was steady and 
enduring, and while his career in the ministry was short compared with some 
of us, yet for more than a score of years our dear brother was a faithful 
watchman on the walls of Zion. An artist could erect to his memory a noble 
monument of marble, on which he might delineate a beautiful virgin weeping 
over a broken column, with a book open before her, in her right hand holding 
an evergreen, in her left an urn, and behind her should be Time unfolding 
and counting the hairs of her head; and thus should it be explained: The 
beautiful virgin weeping over a broken column denotes an unfinished life 
cut short by an untimely stroke, the book open before her, that his memory 
is of record in the Book of Life. The evergreen in her right hand should 
show his hope of immortality, and the urn in her left, that his ashes are safely 
deposited among the noble dead to perpetuate a remembrance of the many 
virtues of this amiable and gentle Christian man, and Time, standing behind 
and counting the ringlets of her hair, that by his patience, perseverance, and 
inflexible fidelity to his trust, he gained the victory through grace over 
himself and sin, and rests with God. 

“He learned the wondrous secret, 

Of abiding In the Lord. 

He found the strength and sweetness, 

Of confiding in His word. 

He tasted life’s pure fountain, 

He trusted in the blood: 

He lost himself in Jesus, 

And sank away in God.” 




At our session in Newport News in 1901, the Rev. William F. Bain, a veteran 
of the Virginia Conference, answered to the roll-call for the fiftieth time. For 
the half of a century he had responded, year by year, to the sound of his name 
by the secretary, and for fifty years he had wrought to the limit of his powers 
for the welfare of fellow-men. On January 17th of this year, he ceased to 
labor, for he ceased to live. “ He had served his own generation by the will of 
God.” His death is not a mere mortuary item in the census of humanity. 
The date on the marble telling when he surrendered citizenship among men 
has a duplicate register on the unperishing scroll that records his welcome 
into the fellowship of just men made perfect, and into the presence of his 
Lord, who surely saluted this trusty soldier: “Well done.” And it goes 
without challenge among us that a best type of our apostolic men passed 
through the gates into the city of God to receive “ the crown of life,” for he 
had been “ faithful unto death.” 

He was the third son of Rev. George A. and Frances M. Bain, and was born 
in Williamsburg, Va., July 20, 1831. His father being a member of the Vir- 
ginia Conference, the son spent his boyhood, up to his fifteenth year, in the 
home of an itinerant. Then the family was located in the city of Petersburg, 
Va. Young Bain was converted April 8, 1847, under the ministry of Rev. G. W. 
Langhorne, and joined the Church on the 11th as a probationer, and after six- 
months’ trial was received in full connection; made . class-leader by Rev. N. 
Head in 1850; licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Washington 
Street Station, and recommended to the Virginia Conference in October, 1851, 
Rev. H. B. Cowles, Presiding Elder. He was received at the Conference holding 
its session in Alexandria. He travelled the following circuits: Eighteen 
hundred and fifty-two, Gloucester, as junior, with Rev. L. S. Reed; 1853, 
Murfreesboro, North Carolina, with Rev. J. D. Lumsden; ordained deacon in 
Lynchburg by Bishop Paine; 1854, contrary to his expressed wishes, was 
sent in charge of Fauquier; 1855, Manassas; ordained elder in Petersburg by 
Bishop James O. Andrew; 1856, Lunenburg; 1857, Staunton Circuit; 1858, 
Mathews; 1859, Amelia; 1860-’61, Springfield; 1862-’63-’64-’65, Campbell. He 
served during a series of years with marked success in the Northern Neck of 
Virginia; 1877-’78-’79-’80, Bedford; four years in charge of Dorchester Circuit. 
Maryland; two years on Madison Circuit; Louisa Circuit, four years; Gordons- 
ville, four years. 

In 1894, he was granted a superannuated position among the veterans of 
the Conference. For some years he resided in Gordonsville, latterly in Char- 
lottesville. 

When he joined the Conference he made two vows unto the Lord: First, 
that he would not marry until he had traveled four years; second, he would 
never locate until God located him in the grave. It need not be said that both 
vows were kept. God took him. His brethren gave him burial in the grave. 

He was married by the late Dr. Blackwell to Miss Lucy Chapman Eastham, 
of Fauquier county, Va., November 26, 1855. His choice was an unusually 
happy one. She did him good all the days of his married life — a helpmeet 
in the labors and toils of the itinerancy. His devoted wife preceded him to 
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the heavenly home eleven years, and then he went to meet his Master and 
this choice Christian woman. Four sons survive him — William E., of Alex- 
andria; George E., of Fauquier county; Virgil T., of Richmond, Va., and 
Rev. Edwin L., of the Western North Carolina Conference, stationed at Ashe- 
ville, in that State. A daughter, Miss Mattie, laments the father that loved 
her tenderly. 

Brother Bain had a noble presence. There was not an inferior line in his 
open, benignant, manly countenance. Age never withered his features. Time 
mellowed the kindly look. The weight of years did not bend his sturdy 
frame. He was erect, firm on his feet, stout in muscle and movement. He 
carried himself as if in the primehood of his powers. His heart kept pulse 
with the throb of his brain. The sermon had warp and woof of thought woven 
with sympathy. Men took note of his sincerity and his yearning solicitude. 
The people respected him for his elevated character. His flock gave back 
the full love he bestowed on them. In hours of woe, and to the hearthstone 
shadowed by the gloomy wings of Death, he was the Joses of the Conference, 
a son of consolation. The hearts smitten of grief found in him tenderest con- 
cern. The living, in dark days, seem to hear from his lips the echoed voice 
of Him who wept with the sisters of Bethany. The dying knew that their 
Lord was leaning over and listening to the petitions of His servant, for there 
was a breath and 1 atmosphere about the couch bearing the fragrance of 
paradise. 

During the sessions of our Conference, in moments of profound interest, 
when a message would come from a dying member, William F. Bain seemed 
fittest to invoke the mercy of God. And the outflow of his own soul in sim- 
ple words found response in the murmur of assent throughout the great con- 
gregation. Heaven grew nearer as the deep voice rose and fell in sonorous and 
sincere supplication. He prevailed in prayer on the banks of every Jabbok. 

He attended evening service at the Methodist church on January 12, 1902, 
in Charlottesville, Va., where he resided. A facial erysipelas set in that night 
and continued. No menacing symptoms in the opinion of physician and 
trained nurse exhibited themselves, and the patient was reported as sure to 
come back in a short while to best health. On Friday afternoon he suddenly 
became unconscious. The malady had in all likelihood stealthily crept in upon 
the brain and smote that vital organ. At four, life ceased to pulse. The 
casket of clay, awhile ago alert and tense in every part, lay mute and mo- 
tionless. The jewel, a winged glory, like unto His body on the paved highway 
to Damascus or on the crest of the Judean Mount, had escaped and risen to 
the radiant and supernal seats of the blessed. 

“ Oh, may we triumph so.” 

On Sunday, January 19th, a brief funeral service was conducted at his home 
in Charlottesville by Rev. Dr. Bledsoe and Rev. W. H. Edwards. His remains, 
accompanied by Dr. Bledsoe, Mr. W. T. Martin, of the Official Board of our 
Church in that city, and Mr. H. B. Linney, of the Official Board of the Gor- 
donsville Church, were carried to Bealeton, Fauquier county, Va., and at 4 
P. M. that day they had tender sepulture by the side of his beloved wife. 
Dr. Bledsoe and Rev. J. F. Brannin, lifelong friends, said the sad but hopeful 
words for the dead over the precious dust. And so they buried our cherished 
and honored brother. 
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If a consensus of opinion were made in the Virginia Conference as to the 
men who would have stood by the prisoner of the Pretorium, one name would 
certainly be on the list — William Field Bain. His mind was made up. A 
sense of duty ruled his actions. In the pulpit he declared the whole counsel 
of God. His sermons were not the “pleasings of a lute,” tickling the fancy and 
pleading for applause. They were the outgivings of a man bent on acquitting 
himself of a high responsibility. There will be no blood of sinners unwarned 
on his garments. As a pastor, he was faithful in small as well as great 
matters — conscientious and diligent. He shirked no duty, however irksome; 
he neglected no means to bring success to the glorious cause. This clear- 
headed, large-hearted, firm and indefatigable minister brought a blessing 
wherever he labored. 

Where calamity had bruised or torn apart the hemispheres of the heart, he 
was as an angel of pity and comfort. In the path of duty, no obstacle 
checked his progress. The Spartan dying in the rough glen by the hot 
springs before the myriad of Xerxes had heart not a whit more fixed and 
fearless. He gave best years and unstinted labor to add to the sum of human 
happiness and moral elevation. Are not such men worthy of the laurel 
wreath, the homage of good men, praise from posterity? They illustrate the 
highest heroism. 



REV. FREDERICK W. PROCTOR.

Rev. Frederick Williamson Proctor, one of the younger preachers of our 
Conference, departed this life February 26, 1902, in the city of Raleigh, N. C., 
whither he had gone, earlier in the winter, for the benefit of the mild climate. 

His health failed while he was in charge of the Highland Springs Circuit, in 
the Conference year 1899-1900. Recovering, apparently in good degree, he was, 
at the session of 1900, assigned to Chestnut-Avenue church, Newport News, 
and began his ministry there with much hopefulness and excellent prospects 
of success, the church building soon becoming too small to accommodate 
his congregation. But serious pulmonary disease had set in, and ere long 
broke him down permanently, so that he was obliged to retire and seek 
recuperation. At the last session of Conference (1901), then evidently far 
gone in fatal disease, he was superannuated; and after a brief further struggle, 
laid down his burden of life at the date above given. 

He was the younger son of Rev. Jacob H. Proctor, long a member of our 
Conference, who died in 1897, and a brother of William R. Proctor, who is 
now left alone to represent a family which has given three ministers to our 
body. Frederick was born April 9, 1871, at the family home in Dinwiddie 
county, Va. While his father was in charge of Bedford Circuit the Randolph- 
Macon Academy at Bedford City was opened, and he attended that excellent 
school for several sessions. Feeling called to the ministry of the gospel, he 
was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Bedford City Station, 
and afterwards entered the itinerancy, being admitted on trial by the Confer- 
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ence which met in Danville in November, 1893. His first appointment was 
Milton Mission, Charlottesville District, having previously preached in Frank- 
lin county under the direction of the Presiding Elder. He came next to 
Buffalo Ridge Circuit, and then to Caroline Circuit; afterwards to Matoaca 
Station and to Highland Springs. While at Matoaca, in 1898, he was married 
to Miss Mary Winfree, of Chesterfield county, a happy union, sundered, alas, 
all too soon by the hand of Death. 

Brother Proctor was a young man of attractive personality; of an open, 
frank, guileless, genial nature, confiding and affectionate. He easily made 
friends and enjoyed their society heartily. His mind was good and his natural 
gifts for preaching excellent. Had he lived, he would probably have attained 
a position of decided usefulness. Even in his brief career, and in, fields not 
always encouraging, much good was done — souls converted and the Church 
stimulated. He did not spare himself, and when his health gave way was 
attempting to do, on a scheme of work not prudently laid out, the labor of 
two men. 

His disposition, trustful and cordial, made him a favorite wherever best 
known. He was a good boy, never doing what he was ashamed to tell his 
mother, and was converted and joined the church at the early age of ten. In 
the ministry, he was warm-hearted and companionable with those near his age, 
very respectful to those in authority, teachable and obedient, ready to be 
advised, frank towards all, without assumptions or haughtiness. 

The gospel he had preached proved a solace and support when he was 
afflicted and disabled. In his last days, he gave to his wife the assurance 
that the Lord Jesus was very near to him, “ a very present help in time of 
trouble.” Calmly and patiently, amid much suffering from pain and weakness 
and difficulty of breathing, he awaited the hour of release, and without a dark 
hour passed peacefully into the presence of his Lord. 

His body is buried by the side of his father’s in the Blandford Cemetery, at 
Petersburg, Va. 



REV. HENRY C. CHEATHAM.

In November, 1857, at Elizabeth City, N. C., a class of sixteen was received 
on trial in the Virginia Conference. Among them were young men of cul- 
ture. piety and intellectual force, who afterward achieved distinction in their 
sacred calling. Of this class, some have transferred to other Conferences; 
by God’s mercy, seven have been kept until this day, whose names yet ap- 
pear on the roll of our members, two of them already superannuated, and all 
of them rapidly approaching the period when age and infirmity will bring 
surcease of toil; the others, like Enoch, having “walked with God” here, have 
been translated from the militant to the triumphant Church. John S. Rees, 
John H. Payne, James W. Blincoe, Jacob H. Proctor, Robert N. Sledd, Henry 
C. Cheatham have all passed the last milestone in life’s weary journey, and 
laid aside forever the pilgrim’s staff. Thank God! of them we can write* 
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“These all died in the faith.” The last of them to cross the river safely and 
enter the rest that remaineth to the people of God was Henry Clay Cheatham. 

His illness was brief — not quite four days in duration. A fatal issue was 
not expected by physicians or family. But on Friday, May 2, 1902, while alone 
with his devoted wife, a little before midnight he heard the call 




* * * “and caught his Captain’s eye; 

Then strong in faith and prayer, 

His spirit with a bound 
Left its encumb’ring clay; 

His tent at sunrise on the ground 
A darkened ruin lay.” 

His funeral was conducted from Cumberland Street church, Norfolk, by 
Rev. C. L. Bane, assisted by several ministers of this Conference. Brief 
addresses were made by Brother Bane and this writer before a large audi- 
ence of sympathizing friends; and then he was borne by devout men to his 
burial in Elmwood Cemetery, where now he peacefully sleeps, awaiting the 
resurrection of the just. 

Our brother was born in Charlotte county, Va., November 12, 1834. He was 
the son of Elkanah Hampton and Lucy Haley Cheatham. He was converted 
under the ministry of Rev. Charles H. Boggs, at Appomattox Courthouse, in 
1853, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Almost coin- 
cident with conversion was the call by the Holy Ghost to preach the Gospel, 
yet he did not receive license as a local preacher until September 1, 1855. 
A short time -was spent at Randolph-Macon College in preparing for his work, 
during which he preached as Providence gave opportunity. Entering the 
itinerancy in 1857, he was received into full connection in this Conference in 
1859, and ordained deacon, by Bishop Early, at Lynchburg, Va. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, at Norfolk, in 1861. During this latter 
year he was united in marriage with Mrs. Emma D. Dabney, with whom he 
spent forty-one years in happy companionship. With four sons and two daugh- 
ters, she survives to mourn his loss. 

Brother Cheatham’s first appointment was as junior preacher on Loudoun 
Circuit, serving two years. In 1860 he was placed in charge of Fairfax Cir- 
cuit, and in 1861 of Stafford. In 1862, while pastor in Spotsylvania, he was 
compelled to leave his work because of the presence of the Federal army. 
In ’63 he was sent to Batesville; ’64-’65, Albemarle; ’66-’67, Cumberland Street, 
Norfolk; in ’68, Nottow’ay. Always hampered by physical weakness, his 
health entirely failed while pastor of this circuit, and for a time he was forced 
to intermit his labor and take a supernumerary relation. He was so ill for 
many months that his recovery was thought to be hopeless; but in- answer 
to prayer God rebuked his disease. He returned to the effective ranks while 
yet feeble, and in 1871 served Chestnut Street Station, Berkley; ’72 in Hamp- 
ton; in ’73 he was sent to Union Station, Richmond, where he remained four 
years. During ’78-’79 he had charge of Centenary, Lynchburg; in 1880, Pros- 
pect Circuit. Afterwards he served in succession Gloucester; Union, Rich- 
mond; Market Street, Petersburg; Hampton; Suffolk; Martinsville; Hay- 
good and Lynnnaven. At our last Conference he was assigned to Hunters- 
ville, where he died, after a ministry extending through the long period of 
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more than forty-six years, nearly forty-five of which were spent in our Con- 
ference. 

In the death of Henry C. Cheatham this body lost one of its best members. 
He could not be classed among men of profound or varied learning, for his 
early advantages were meagre. But, as stated in the “Conference Sketches,” 
“when the storehouse of knowledge was opened to him, his hungry mind fed 
with ravenous appetite, and fattened as it fed. He was always a student 
and a thinker, and it was not long before he gathered choice and winnowed 
crops from many fields of thought and investigation.” In mental force and 
natural endowment he was the peer of any man in his class, and had, per- 
haps, no superior in the entire Conference. After entering the itinerant 
ministry, he soon became well-equipped for the work he had chosen, and 
to which he had been divinely called. 

It is hardly within tl:e scope of this memoir to give a rigid and complete 
analysis of his character or a full review of his life and labors. But even a 
general and superficial survey will show that a single generation produces 
very few indeed who exhibit qualities such as were his — so good, so marked, 
so numerous. He was no faint copy of a worthy ideal. His traits were 
strong and original; the lines of his character were graven deep, “and the 
elements so mix’d in him, that Nature might stand up and say to all the world, 
This was a man.” His heart was not the birthplace of evanescent emotions 
or quickly-formed and rapidly-changing opinions; it was rather the home of 
deep feeling and earnest and abiding convictions. Naturally impetuous in 
disposition, he was yet in demeanor unusually quiet, retiring and undemon- 
strative. He had very little of what is called “small talk.” He was no retailer 
of cheap jokes. His conversation was chaste, because his heart was pure 
and his life clean. How could the stream be muddy when the fountain was 
kept clean? The life that he lived in the flesh was by the faith of the Soil 
of God. Upon Him only was his soul stayed; and from that great center the 
outgoing influences were all for the glory of God and the uplifting of 
humanity. He was clothed with the grace of humility, yet he had proper 
self-respect and due appreciation of his own position and worth. Free from 
vanity and self-conceit, he was equally free from affected and insincere self- 
depreciation. No soul ever held less deceit. Neither in public addresses nor 
in private conversation did he deal in those half-truths which, either by 
suppressions or suggestion, are always half-falsehoods. He was frank, 
candid, guileless in all of his utterances, outspoken even when silence might 
best have served his own interests. He had no acquaintance with any of the 
tricks of unrighteous expediency. No sort of compromise was tolerated by 
him when principle was involved, even remotely. In his lexicon the word 
“policy” found no definition; in his vocabulary intentional ambiguity had no 
place. In method and in speech he strove to be simple and direct. His life 
was always an open volume, and on no page could be read faintest suspicion 
of a Jekyll and Hyde duality. He never trimmed the smallest sail to catch 
any shifting breeze of popular applause. He knew how to swear to his own 
hurt and change not, but never learned how to flatter the throne, 

“And crook the pregnant hinges of the knee 

Where thrift may follow fawning.” 

He was too much of a man to be a place-seeker. From those in authority he 
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craved no favors and sought no boon. He possessed that true nobility of soul 
which feels unutterable contempt for the sycophant, the parasite, the hypo- 
crite. 

It was in the pulpit that Brother Cheatham found the true throne of his 
power. His one ambition was to preach not himself, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord, and himself the servant of the people for Jesus’ sake. As a preacher 
he ranked deservedly high among competent judges. He made no compro- 
mises with sin or worldliness, but boldly declared the whole counsel of God. 
There was never “lack of leaven” in his measure of Gospel truth. His ser- 
mons were not empty platitudes, nor swollen bombast, nor sounding words 
strung on glittering threads of rhetoric; they were precious pearls of thought 
and genuine gems of expression dug with toil and gathered with patient care 
and discrimination from rich mines that God created in his heart and brain. 
It was only with pure beaten oil that his lamp was filled, and it was a sanc- 
tified light that flowed therefrom upon the people. Sometimes the live coal 
from the altar was laid upon his lips, and he rose to the height of inspired 
eloquence. On occasions, when fully aroused, he proved himself a master of 
sharp invective when warring against the sins of the day and denouncing 
meanness and vice in high places and in low. Then he forged red-hot bolts 
of ridicule and sarcasm, and hurled them against the enemies of his God 
with almost resistless force. His eyes would blaze with scorn, and shoot 
forth withering flashes of indignation, and the piercing tones of his shrill 
voice seemed to hurl furious defiance in the very face of the Powers of 
Darkness. 

But God has hushed the voice of this faithful watchman on Zion’s walls. 
The sharp weapon has fallen from his hand, and he has exchanged the shouts 
of warfare for the peans of eternal victory. Faithful in every trust, diligent 
in the discharge of every duty, when his work was all done here it was well 
done; and he could say, ‘^Father, I have glorified thee on the earth; I have 
finished the work which thou gavest me to do.” 

Brethren of the Conference, I would conclude this imperfect tribute to my 
friend and classmate by reminding you that the shadows on the path of life 
are rapidly lengthening about many of us. Already the eventide is upon us, 
and the gathering darkness proclaims the speedy coming of the night, when 
no man can work. “Be diligent, that ye may be found of Him in peace, 
without spot and blameless.” Emulate the example of our ascended brother. 
Take up the sword that he laid down, and bravely stand in the forefront of 
the fight, until we each hear our Great Captain say; 

“Come from the heat of battle, and in peace, 

Soldier, go home; with thee the fight is won.” 

Then, like our sainted brother, we shall drop the clod and grasp the crown! 
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[ The righteous shall l)e in everlasting remembrance . — Psalm CXII: 6.]

REPORTS. 



PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

As the Discipline directs, the report of our Book Agents has been sub- 
mitted to this Conference in due form, and bears the approval of the Book 
Committee. It shows an increase of sales amounting to $20,582.90, an in- 
crease of assets amounting to $40,001.07, a business amounting to $421,283.20, 
which is a net increase over the preceding year of $20,582.90. The ledger 
capital seems to have fallen off $21,590.47, and now amounts to $926,091.53. 
We note with regret that for several years consecutively there has been no 
dividend for the benefit of our superannuates. Dr. R. J. Bigham, our Senior 
Book Agent, in his address before the Conference, set forth the policy of the 
house for the conduct of its affairs in such a way as to claim and merit the 
hearty endorsation of our Church. His visit was a pleasure and an inspira- 
tion to us. 

We offer for your consideration the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1, That we endorse the Nashville Advocate, the organ of the Church, South, 
as being in every way worthy, and urge its claims upon preacher and people. In the same 
way we mention the Methodist Review and the Epworth Era, as well as our missionary 
and Sunday school literature, and all other publications of our House. 

Resolved, 2, That we approve the nomination by our Book Agents of Brother Joshua S. 
Hunter to be Colporter within our bounds; that our people be urged to patronize him in 
his depository, to be established at Richmond, Va., and that we request the Bishop to 
make said appointment. 

Resolved, 3, That we request the Bishop to appoint Rev. H. M. Hope, Managing Editor, 
Dr. J. J. Lafferty, one of the editors, and Rev. T. S. Leitch, Field Editor, of the Baltimore 
and Richmond Christian Advocate. 

Resolved, 4, That believing that our Conference organ, considering the wide and fruitful 
field it occupies, should be a stronger and more aggressive paper, we recommend that a 
special committee of five be appointed, whose duty it shall be to consider the advisability 
of establishing a policy by which our Church paper may meet more fully the requirements 
of and be brought into more intimate relations with the Conference, and to report their 
findings, together with such recommendations as may seem to them just and wise, to the 
next Annual Conference. 

Resolved, 5, That we invite the co-operation of the Baltimore Conference in carrying out 
the provisions of the resolution with regard to the Church paper.

ORPHANAGE BOARD. 



Our last report recited that a number of the leading orphanage institutions 
of this country had been visited and many valuable suggestions gotten; that 
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the site originally purchased had been disposed of, and another much more 
desirable secured; that the contract had been given for two memorial cottages 
and the administration building; that erection of the buildings had been 
delayed, but it was hoped they would be completed at an early day, and that 
fifty-two thousand dollars had been raised in cash and good subscriptions. 
We are gratified to report now that the two memorial cottages have been com- 
pleted, and are occupied by sixteen children, with ten soon to come; the ad- 
ministration building is nearing completion, and since our last report about 
twenty thousand dollars in cash and good subscriptions has been raised. 

A most pleasing feature of our work for this year is the erection of what is 
known as the “Bledsoe Cottage.’* This cottage is to be the superintendent’s 
residence, and is the gift of Hon. R. J. Anderson, of Pittsylvania county, Va., 
as a compliment to Mrs. J. W. Bledsoe, the w T ife of our former superintendent. 

It pains us to report that Dr. J. W. Bledsoe has found it necessary on ac- 
count of ill-health to resign his position as superintendent of the Orphanage; 
but Dr. Bledsoe’s services will not be lost to the Orphanage, since he has been 
elected to the position of Canvassing Agent, and has consented to serve. Rev. 
J. T. Mastin, retaining his present position of Financial Agent, is elected ta 
succeed Dr. Bledsoe as superintendent. 

We offer for your adoption the following resolutions: 



1. Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference be extended the Danville Orphanage and 
the Female Humane Association of Richmond for most timely assistance rendered in taking 
care of children in our charge before our buildings were completed. 

2. Resolved, That we greatly appreciate the effort made by our brethren of the Baltimore 
Conference to raise funds for the support of children taken from their territory, and we 
hereby extend them our hearty thanks. 

3. Resolved, That the Conference territory be divided into twelve districts, under the 
direction of the superintendent; and that the work of the Orphanage for current support be 
pushed in each district successively. 

4. Resolved, That our presiding Bishop be, and he is hereby, requested to appoint Rev. 
J. W. Bledsoe, D. D., as Canvassing Agent, and Rev. J. T. Mastin as Superintendent of the- 
Orphanage.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 




In his annual report to this Conference, Dr. H. M. DuBose, General Secre- 
tary, says: “I have great pleasure in reporting to you that the Epworth 
League has shown renewed signs of life and activity since the beginning of 
the new quadrennium. The concern and favorable action of the late General 
Conference have greatly stimulated the spirit of the work throughout the 
connection.” 

Some changes in law and policy were made' at the General Conference, and 
it starts out upon the quadrennium with good prospect. There are still prob- 
lems for solution; the League is easier in some situations than others, but 
there are few, if any, in which it may not be worked with success, yte report 
for this Conference the current year. 157 Leagues, with 7,811 League members. 
The question is often asked as to how we are to make the League go. Well. 
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in answer, in peculiar point is the apostolic injunction, “perform the doing 
of it.” We have an organization that is almost perfect, but no machine, how- 
ever perfect, will work itself. There must be power, and the power that 
makes the League go is the energy of a consecrated personality. Some man 
who believes in the League must take it up, work for it earnestly, thought- 
fully, and stay by it till it does go, and so it will far more than repay all the 
sacrifice and labor given it. 

We call especial attention to the devotional meetings of the League. Our 
Church from the beginning has stood for a very definite and very warm re- 
ligious experience. It is true that Methodism had its origin in a university, 
but it is, in a sense as real and important, true that it had its origin in the 
heart of a very earnest man in a very humble prayer-meeting. The class- 
meeting was not in every particular ideal, or it would not have passed, but 
there are certain elements of the class-meeting that cannot be improved upon, 
and, holding on to certain characteristic elements of the new, our purpose 
should be to get closer and closer back to the excellencies of the old. We 
ndvise our young people to make much of prayer and experience in the de- 
votional service, using the topic not so much as a text for preaching and 
•exhortation as the basis for testimony and prayer. 

Attention is called to the fact that the one distinctly characteristic thing 
in our League organization is the literary feature. The course of reading 
prescribed by the General Board is perhaps the best ever provided, and while 
this department of the work has not been found easy, it is valuable, and can 
be successfully worked if it is patiently and persistently tried. We call atten- 
tion of the League — especially of the Junior League — to the importance of in- 
struction in the history and doctrine of our Church. We believe that the 
warmest and most practical system of divinity in existence is that known as 
Arminian Methodism, and a history that holds in its pages Epworth, Ken- 
sington, the great English Revival, the Christmas Conference, and such men 
as the Wesleys, Fletcher, Whitfield, Asbury, Soule, Lee, McTyeire, and a host 
of other men as great as their names are illustrious — such a history is cer- 
tainly worthy to be taught our children. 

The new law of our Church (see last Discipline, page 108, section 260) 
says: “The funds necessary to carry on the work of the Epworth League 
Board, as set forth in the constitution, shall be derived from dues by the mem- 
bers of the local chapters, and from contributions which may be secured for 
that purpose. The Epworth League Board shall have power to levy on the 
local League chapters an assessment not to exceed ten cents per member for 
each fiscal year of the quadrennium.” The new plan of support for the gen- 
eral work was found necessary at our last General Conference, and we urge 
all our Leagues to respond promptly to the call of the General Board and 
send on to Nashville the assessment of ten cents per member. 

From reports made to this Conference, we are entirely confirmed in the 
conviction, often expressed to the Conference by this Board, that the League 
can be worked quite as successfully in the country as in the city. 

The Epworth Era, H. M. DuBose, D. D., editor, is the general organ of our 
Church, is comparatively inexpensive, and has in it each week valuable helps 
for League work. We recommend that Leagues, through clubs, supply their 
young people as generally as possible with this periodical of our House.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance begs leave to present the following report: 

There is among us no more tremendous, far-reaching and vital question 
than that of drunkenness. Because of its evil tendencies and baneful effects, 
it outweighs all others. We cannot examine any subject that has to do with 
the well-being of men, physically, morally or religiously, without having to 
reckon with this monster evil. It is the centre of all social and political 
mischief, while more than any other one thing it neutralizes the work of the 
Church, and makes void the efforts of the pulpit for the salvation of souls. 
It produces crime, bars progress, baffles reform, impedes civilization, vitiates 
legislation, obstructs education, and handicaps religion. It degrades millions, 
brutalizing and soddeuing them below the level of savagery, and filling the 
centres of population with creatures whose condition and habits are a menace 
to every moral and material interest of their generation. 

The mightiness of this drink evil ought to stir the martial spirit of every 
soldier of the Son of Man. This is no time to dilly-dally — no time for half- 
hearted measures. He who loves his Lord ought not, dares not, be neutral. 
It is not enough that we be clean ourselves, that we have stood before the 
altars of the Church and taken a vow to be sober — a vow w'hich we have not 
broken, and do not mean to break. He is a sorry soldier indeed whose war- 
fare winds up at his own door, and he w ho thinks that he is in the church to 
save himself alone has, at best, a doubtful hold on eternal life. 

So far as our creed is concerned, the Methodist Church gives no uncertain 
sound on this subject, while the Virginia Conference has, year by year, re- 
solved in its assembly, and printed in its minutes, and preached from its 
pulpits, that drunkenness is a sin, liquor selling a crime, and the licensed 
saloon a stigma and a shame. But what we need is not resolutions, but 
revolution; not the declaration of sentiment, but its translation into action. 
What we say here in words, let us say in deeds. We proclaim here that the 
saloon ought to die; let us declare by our actions elsewhere that it shall die. 
Let us join forces with every foe of the liquor traffic, and strike together 
against this enemy of all wre hold sacred. Let us teach the young the evils of 
intemperance, let us persuade the tempted; let us, through press and pulpit, 
mold public sentiment, till it shall dawn even on the dull brain of the pro- 
fessional politician that he dare no longer legislate in the interest of drunk- 
ard making. And, in it all and through it all, God’s people need to stand 
together and swear together, that, the eternal God being our helper, we will 
never sheath the sword nor end the battle till that day come when not an open 
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saloon disgraces with its vile traffic this ancient Commonwealth, which our 
fathers won with their blood, and for whose redemption to Christ mighty men 
of God suffered and toiled and died. 

For our good cheer be it said that the prospects before us were never 
brighter than now. The quickening of the temperance sentiment of our 
State, by reason of the work of the Anti-Saloon League and the consequent 
union of the various temperance forces, give to us an opportunity that we 
have not had before, and puts upon us an added obligation to increase our 
activity and to press the battle at every point against this pitiless foe of our 
common humanity. 

We offer for adoption the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That all our pastors be requested to preach a sermon on temperance, at 
every church, and to read, in connection with the same, the chapter in our Discipline on 
the subject of temperance. 

2. Resolved, That we pledge ourselves as a Church to do all in our power to banish the 
saloon from our State, and to advance in every possible way the cause of temperance in 
our midst. 

3. Resolved, That we welcome the Anti-Saloon League to our State as a valuable ally in 
this great work, and assure the League of our hearty co-operation with it in making effec- 
tive its motto: “The Saloon Must Go.” 

4. Resolved, That the Conference elect two delegates to the Anti-Saloon League, to as- 
semble December the 9th, in Washington, and one member of the Board of Direction of the 
League. 

5. Resolved, That the Conference appoint a committee of three to present the following 
memorial to the Legislature, through the proper channels: 

To the Honorable Members of the Senate and House of Delegates of the State of Virginia: 

We, the preachers and lay delegates of the Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, in Conference assembled at Richmond, Va., representing over 90,000 
Methodist communicants, respectfully request that the Legislature, now in session, pass 
the liquor license law offered by Senator W. H. Mann, of Nottoway county, or some bill 
containing the main provisions of the same — viz.: Requiring the consent of the majority of 
the legalized voters in any magisterial district, and also requiring that assurance of 
protection be given, before license to operate a saloon shall be granted in that districL^^

We read with pleasure the increased usefulness of that admirable organiza- 
tion, the Sunday League of America, in whose board of directors are four of 
our Bishops and several of our leading ministers, and w r e hereby pledge the 
Sunday League of America our good will and hearty co-operation., 

W'e also learn with pleasure of the successful efforts of the pastors of our 
Richmond churches, and of the devoted laymen working with them, in closing 
the bar-rooms of this city on Sunday. 

Let all our preachers and members remember the great responsibilities that 
rest upon them, and put forth united efforts to close the saloons on Sunday 
in each of their several communities.

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BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Committee on the Bible cause beg leave to report as follows: 

The work of the Bible Society of Virginia can hardly be over-rated as to its 
importance. No work of the Church can exceed that of carrying Jehovah’s 
revealed Word to the homes of the poor as well as the rich. Nor can it be 
shown that the circulation of the Holy Scriptures can be accomplished by any 
other agency so well as by a society formed for the special purpose of placing 
a copy of the sacred volume in every family, and ultimately in the hands of 
every individual. 

The needs of our State in reference to this subject are as lamentable as sur- 
prising. The investigations that have been made show a larger destitution of 
Bibles than would have been supposed by the average churchman; and the 
means afforded the Bible Society have enabled that agency to supply the des- 
titute only in part. An increase in the funds to be applied to this great cause 
is imperatively needed. Your committee regrets to learn that not much over 
one-tenth of the Protestant congregations of Virginia contribute anything to 
the work of carrying the Book of books to the homes of destitution by the 
Virginia Bible Society. It is also ascertained that the amount of money paid 
into the treasury of the Society divided by the number of professing Chris- 
tians make it appear that an average of half a cent per member has hardly 
been reached. This average, too, is after an encouraging increase in the last 
year’s collection. Your committee would express the hope that in the coming 
year this increase may be much larger, and that this beneficent Society may 
not lack funds for the prosecution of its God-given mission. 

The following resolutions are appended: 

1. Resolved, That this Conference most earnestly would urge every preacher to press the 
collection for the Bible cause, and to give our people information and exhortation, hoping 
for a larger increase than has yet been reported. 

2. Resolved, That we especially commend the work of the Society in distributing the 
Scriptures among the 40,000 sailors that are coming annually into the Hampton Roads 
harbor, and recommend its continuance.

COMMITTEE TO MARK GRAVES. 



Richmond, Va., November 14, 1902. 

Your committee appointed to place stones to mark the graves of Revs. W. B. 
Rowzie and L. M. Lee, D. D., respectfully report that with the consent of the 
surviving members of the family they have moved the remains of Rev. W. B. 
Rowzie from the family burying ground in Essex county to beautiful Holly- 
wood Cemetery, where already rested the remains of Rev. L. M. Lee, D. D., 
and the precious dust of so many of our distinguished dead. 

By the generous permission of Rev. T. J. Taylor, the reinterment of Rev. 
W. B. Rowzie’s remains was made in Hollywood. A monument has been 
placed at each grave, both of polished Virginia granite, exactly alike in size, 
form and material. 

The inscription upon the stone of Rev. L. M. Lee, D. D., reads as follows: 
“Erected by the Virginia Conference to the memory of Leroy M. Lee, D. D. 
April 30, 1808 — April 21, 1882. For fifty-two years a member of the Virginia 
Conference, M. E. Church, South. As pastor, presiding elder, editor and 
author, able and faithful.” 

The inscription upon that of Rev. W. B. Rowzie is as follows: “Erected by 
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the Virginia Conference to the memory of Rev. William B. Rowzie. February 
22, 1806 — June 3, 1888. A peerless man. For fifty-eight years a member of 
the Virginia Annual Conference, M. E. Church, South. As pastor, college 
trustee and agent, he won regard by his integrity and fidelity.” 

The expense incident to this work has all been met.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



REPORT NO. 1. 






One of the inspiring signs of the times is the increasing interest in the sub- 
ject of education throughout the country, especially in the South. Every- 
where is an evident desire to enlarge the facilities of the schools already 
established, to found new schools where needed, to improve the qualifications 
of the teachers, and to increase the attendance, in order that the advantages 
of education may be brought near to all who are willing or capable of receiving 
them. In view of these conditions, new obligations rest upon the Church to 
bring Christian and moral influences into the public and other State schools, 
and to make our Church schools, in all respects, equal or superior to the secu- 
lar schools. In order to do this, we must make prompt collections of the 
Twentieth Century subscriptions, and at the same time increase our annual 
contributions and add to the endowment of our institutions of learning, not 
only our colleges, but our preparatory schools as well. But, in addition to 
this, we must seek to create among our people an earnest desire to give their 
children the advantages of higher education, and especially of that higher 
education in our Methodist schools. In these days of unbelief and of the 
condoning of things on the borderland of the immoral, it is necessary, and 
our duty, to provide for education under conditions which will insure the 
moral and Christian, as well as the intellectual and the physical, training of 
the young of the land. It is important, for every reason, that we sustain our 
Church schools. 

We would call attention, with pleasure and gratitude, to the generous offer 
of Brother John P. Branch, and would express the earnest hope that this offer 
will he met with such liberality on the part of the Church at large in the 
bounds of our Conference as will give to the college at Ashland an endowment 
that will make it possible to give education free of cost to all who may apply. 
The Board would recommend the passage of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we highly appreciate the kind offer of Brother John P. Branch to give 
one dollar for every two given by the Church until he shall have given one hundred thou- 
sand dollars; that we urge upon all our people, particularly upon those able to give large 
sums, a Quick and liberal response to this proposition, and that we pledge ourselves to do 
all we can to make effective this offer. 

No wiser work has been attempted in recent years than the organization 
of the Correspondence School of Theology by our last General Conference. 
The preparation of the Conference course of study may now be conducted 
under the direction of the professors of the theological department of the 
Vanderbilt University, and with such helps as will make this course of study 
mean vastly more in the future than in the past; and, at the same time, those 
who have finished this course of study will have the opportunity for guidance 
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in the study of such books as may, from time to time, represent the trend of 
modern religious thought. In this connection, it is a pleasure to note the 
probability of the formation of a post-graduate institute in the membership 
of our Conference. These institutes have been very helpful to our brethren in 
other Conferences, and are fully commended by our educational authorities. 

The Board would report, that the order of the Conference for the distribu- 
tion of the funds and subscriptions of the Twentieth Century collection to the 
various institutions was carried out by the appointment of an auditing com- 
mittee, consisting of W. J. Young, Richard Irby, and Geo. P. Adams, which 
met at Blackstone in February, and, after a thorough examination, found that 
the books had been properly kept, and that all money was accounted for either 
in cash or receipts from the various institutions to which money had been 
paid. The committee distributed the cash and subscriptions, and made full 
and final settlement with the treasurer. 

The schools of the Randolph-Macon system have entered upon a year of 
large prosperity. The college at Ashland, under the management of the new 
president, R. E. Blackwell, w r ho so long has served the college well, and who 
has entered upon his new duties w'ith unusual earnestness and faithfulness, 
has a better attendance than for some years past, and the spirit of the school 
is at this time excellent. The Woman’s College at Lynchburg is overcrowded, 
is doing excellent work, and is attracting the attention of the best educators 
throughout our State and the rest of the South. The Academy at Bedford 
City has an increased attendance, and is faithfully doing a needed work. The 
Danville Institute is under good management and a skilful corps of teachers. 
All these schools are in every way worthy of our support. 

The Blackstone Female Institute is the property of our Church, and con- 
tinues to have a phenomenal success, of which its management proves itself 
in every way worthy. 

The Methodists of the Charlottesville District are moving in the direction of 
the founding of a district preparatory school, which they believe to be much 
needed in that part of the Conference; and our brethren of the Rappahannock 
District have purchased the school building at Bowling Green, and have se- 
cured a charter for a school, under the control of trustees elected by the 
District Conference. The secretary of the Board will report the action of the 
Board in regard to each of these schools. 

The president of the Board would record his personal sense of loss in the 
death of Captain Richard Irby, who so long labored for the cause of Christian 
education in the bounds of our Conference, and was, at the time of his death, 
a member of this Board; and also, while extending his congratulations to 
Bishop A. Coke Smith, upon his election to a higher office, would express his 
regret that the Conference must lose his valuable services in this special 
direction. Resolutions of a suitable character will be reported by the secre- 
tary in ea<?h of these cases.

Resolved, 3, That we have heard with great interest of the work of Rev. J. M. Burton as 
agent of Charlottesville District Female Seminary, and are glad to learn of the bright 
prospects for the erection of a suitable seminary for the girls of that section of our work. 
We realize a necessity of his continuance in this work, and commend this cause to the 
continued support and liberality of our people. 

Resolved, 4, That we recommend to our preachers to take advantage of the Correspon- 
dence School of our Church, organized by action of our General Conference, and we recom- 
mend the acceptance of the certificate of this school in lieu of examination of the regular 
committee. 

Resolved, 5, That we nominate Rev. James Cannon, Jr., to be Conference Secretary and 
Treasurer of Education, to be elected by the Conference for a term of four years, in accord- 
ance with the constitution of the Board of Education. 

Resolved, 6, That the presiding Bishop be, and he is hereby, requested to appoint Rev. 
W. E. Edwards, D. D., as professor of Moral Philosophy and the English Bible in Randolph- 
Macon College; Rev. B. F. Lipscomb, D. D., as Secretary and Treasurer of Randolph- 
Macon College; Rev. James Cannon, Jr., as Principal of Blackstone Female Institute; Rev. 
E. H. Rowe, as Principal of the Southern Seminary; Rev. J. M. Burton, as Financial Agent 
of the Charlottesville District Female Institute. 

Resolved, 7, That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the several 
districts $5,000 for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, $991 for the benefit of the General 
Board of Education, $250 for Paine and Lane Institute, the whole sum to be pro-rated.

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REUORT OF CONFERENCE SECRETARY OF EDUCATION. 



At the end of four years of service the Conference Secretary of Education 
begs leave to submit to the Conference some facts in reference to the great 
work with which he has been connected by the action of your body, and to 
present some conclusions drawn therefrom. 

The papers are full of the great educational awakening in the South, and 
are appealing to the people as citizens to supply funds by local and State 
taxation to furnish their children better training. We read of the Ogden 
Movement of the Southern Education Board, of the General Education Board, 
and only this week of the work of the Baptist Association in this field, and we 
rejoice in these signs of awakening, and most earnestly should we labor to 
stimulate and develop every good movement of this kind and to awaken our 
own people to a deeper realization of their great duty. But it is not right to 
ignore the fact that what we have seen spoken of in the papers as a new 
movement is not new among us. If a man will read over the reports on 
Education published in our minutes for the last quarter of a century he will 
find that the Church has been proclaiming these things for years, and that 
she has been putting the leaven in the meal, which is now leavening the whole 
mass. Nor is it right to ignore the fact that for the latter part of this time 
much more has been done than to write reports. Many of the reports could 
never have been written had if not been for the fact that work had been done 
which made such reports possible. It is easy to forget the pit out of which 
one has come only a little while back, and to speak lightly, sometimes com- 
plainly, almost despairingly, of our present condition, although it is a far 
more desirable and encouraging condition than any we have ever known. 

No candid man can carefully survey the whole field of educational develop- 
ment in the entire South and not be obliged to say with Prof. Quarles, of 
Washington and Lee University, speaking in this city at Richmond College 
concerning our educational work, “that our advance in the last score of years 
has been the marvel of our educational history, possessing a system of con- 
catenated schools and colleges without a rival in the South.” Why did Prof. 
Quarles say that? What work has been accomplished? In the last fifteen 
years our school work has developed from one college for boys and men com- 
bined, with 110 students and property amounting to $75,000, to one college for 
men with 123 students, one college for women with 270 students, two acade- 
mies for boys with 175 students, and two seminaries for girls with 400 stu- 
dents, with a total property valuation and endowment of $875,000 and student 
body of 970, showing an increase in every department of our work, and a gross 
increase of 860 students, an increase of eight-fold, and a gross increase in 
property of $800,000, an increase of eleven-fold. 

If we turn our eyes but for a moment to our friends of other denominations 
we will see the situation more clearly. They are planning for more stringent 
college entrance requirements. We have them already. They are planning 
for a college for women. We have one already and one the equal in grade 
with any in the land. They are planning, or working to establish, academies 
for boys. We have them already. They are trying to establish seminaries 
for girls. We have them already. They are trying to correlate their institu- 
tions. Ours are already correlated and are working harmoniously together. 
They are calling for $250,000. We have raised already $800,000. 
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But why refer to these things? In order that we may rejoice and rest con- 
tented? No! But to fill our hearts with courage and hope for the future 
just ahead. We want to raise $200,000, and some are doubtful and hesitating 
and wondering whether it can be done. We have raised $800,000 for educa- 
tion in the past fifteen years, and over $100,000 has been subscribed to the 
cause in the past three years, and that by less than one-tenth of our member- 
ship. We are able, abundantly able, to raise this money, and it can, it must 
be done. And this word must is the only word that will meet the case. The 
Board of Trustees has declared that it will give free tuition to all students 
as soon as the Church has raised $200,000 to meet the offer of Mr. Branch to 
give $100,000. If our college is to do the work we must have done, it must be 
able to offer free tuition , and this it must do, not only because we want our 
boys, who are to be the leading men of the State, trained under Methodist 
influence and imbued with Methodist principles, but for another reason, which 
is vital in its significance. There is no more serious problem before the 
Church to-day than how to obtain an adequate supply of properly trained men 
for her ministry. Our sister churches are feeling this difficulty more seriously 
than we are at present. The candidates for the ministry under the care of 
the various Church Boards have fallen off within about eight years, 68 per 
cent, in one, 58 per cent, in another, and 20 per cent, in a third. It has not 
been possible for the Secretary to obtain any accurate figures among us, as we 
do not have such Boards, but the practical question which confronts us as a 
Conference is, “How many properly trained men come into our ministry from 
any other source than Randolph-Macon College? How many come to us from 
William and Mary, or from Blacksburg, or from the University of Virginia, or 
from any other college?” Few indeed, almost none. If our Methodism is to 
hold its place as a great elevating power in the State it must have trained 
men for its pulpits; these trained men must come from Randolph-Macon 
College. But there are not enough men who enter Randolph-Macon College as 
ministerial students to supply our needs. The college must itself be a nursery 
in the future as it has been in the past. The Secretary knows from personal 
experience in his own case, and from his knowledge of other men at college 
with him, that many a man who has entered the college with no thought of 
the ministry has received and accepted his call to the ministry there. The 
college must attract men throughout the bounds of the Conference, and es- 
pecially must it attract and secure those men who investigate carefully before 
deciding what college they will attend. The college must not only be able to 
show a faculty and facilities for training equal to any in the State, but it 
must try to do so at such cost as will allow parents and students to decide 
the question of attendance solely upon the ability of the institution to give 
the training desired. 

This movement is vital, therefore, to the success of Methodism in our State. 
We must raise this money if we are to hold our own, to say nothing of any 
advance movement. Your Secretary is persuaded that every member of this 
body believes that this money ought to be raised. But, brethren, have we yet 
realized that it must be raised? Will we go out from this Conference so con- 
vinced of the necessity of raising this monej^ that we will become mission- 
aries and stir our people, so that even the man who has no children of his 
own, the man who cannot send his own children to college, and especially the 
man whom God has blessed with more means than the average man, will 
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realize that Randolph-Macon College is vitally connected with the life of 
Virginia Methodism, and that he must be personally interested in this matter 
if he expects his Church to continue to be one of God’s instruments in this 
State. We must give free tuition at the college. We must raise this money 
to do so. v , 

'Directly connected with this subject, some other figures are pertinent. In 
1885 the assessment on the Conference for Domestic Missions w r as $9,050; for 
superannuated preachers, widows and orphans, $10,000; for Bishops. • $1,800; 
for Church Extension, $4,750; for Randolph-Macon College, $3,500. This year 
the assessment for Domestic Missions is $14,500; for superannuates, $15,000; 
for Bishops, $3,860; for Church Extension, $8,200; for Randolph-Macon College, 
only $3,500. The assessments and contributions for all these objects have 
increased from 50 to 100 per cent., but the assessment for Randolph-Macon has 
remained the same. Nor is it a sufficient reply to point to the special gifts 
which have been made to the college during this time. These gifts are from a 
comparatively small number of persons, while the assessment is laid upon Uie 
body of the Church. In 1885 the membership of the Church, including our 
North Carolina territory, was 64,064. In 1901 the membership, without the 
North Carolina territory, was 91,654, an increase of nearly 45 per cent. Is it 
too much to ask that the Conference show the same spirit toward Randolph- 
Macon College. that it does toward the other great causes of the Church? Is it 
too much to ask that if 64,000 Methodists in 1885 were asked for $3,500 for 
Randolph-Macon College, that in 1902, 91,654 Methodists should be asked for 
$5,000 for the same great cause? In 1885 the Church was asked for 5| cents per 
member for Randolph-Macon College. In 1901 the Church was asked for only 
3 8-10 cents per member. Surely we have not realized the situation. Your 
Secretary frankly confesses that he is astonished at the result of this simple 
comparison of figures. And now having the facts before us, we must act. 
We must increase our assessment. The college has a right to share in the 
results of our growth, a growth which her sons in the ministry have been so 
largely instrumental in producing. Not to increase the assessment is to go 
backward, while all other agencies. Church and State, are pressing forward. 
Your Secretary does not believe that this Conference, in view of its past 
record, can or will take but one course. It will surely show to the Church its 
estimate of the importance of this great cause by calling for an advance 
which will be proportionate to our increase in membership and to our con- 
tributions to other causes. The resolutions to be presented by the Board of 
Education will put in concrete form the action which it thinks wise to recom- 
mend to the Conference.

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JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 



REPORT NO. 1. 

The Joint Board of Finance beg leave to report that having given careful 
attention to the communication from Rev. A. F. Watkins, D. D., agent of the 
Endowment Fund for Superannuates, we have reached the conclusion that, 
in view of other and very urgent demands upon the generosity of our people, 
we deem it very unwise to institute at this time a canvass in behalf of this 
fund. We do not, however, underrate in the least this most important cause, 
and we entertain no doubt that at a later day the Conference and the Church 
in Virginia will make a generous response to this appeal in behalf of our worn- 
out preachers and the widows and orphans of our deceased brethren. 

2. We present also the following resolution, adopted by the Board, and ask 
that it be spread upon the Journal of the Conference: 

Whereas it has pleased Almighty God to remove by death from work in this Board our 
dear brethren, Lyttleton Cockrell and Christopher V. Winfree, who for many years have 
been members of the Joint Board of Finance of the Virginia Annual Conference, both of 
whom were as eminent in service here as they were useful and honored at home; therefore, 

Resolved, That we place upon record our admiration of their faithfulness and zeal as 
Christians and as members of this Board, and we tender to their afflicted families our sin- 
cerest sympathy. 

3. Our attention has been called to the need of a separate column in our 
statistical reports for the rental value of parsonages of districts and pastoral 
charges. We recommend that the editor of the Conference Annual be re- 
quested to provide such a column. 

4. In view of the urgent needs of our Conference claimants and the rapidly 
increasing list of superannuates, we have felt it incumbent upon us to in- 
crease the assessment upon the Conference for this fund from $15,000 to 
$16,500. We trust that our preachers will appreciate the situation in which 
we are placed, and. do their utmost to bring up the full amounts assessed upon 
their charges. 

5. The Board is gratified to be able to pay our appropriations in full. But 
in order to do this we have cut down the reserve fund below the line of safety.
